I am enclosing withthis letter 1) a copy of the transcript of 
the Kunstler-Foreman exchange ^ on the Merv Griffin show, and 2) a 
copy of the decision handed down by the Judge in the Nichols case, 

I spoke with Nichols last week-^he called long distance from 
Kansas — -and one of his lawyers, who used to be clerk for the 
Judge in this case, thinks that they could get the Judge to reopen 
the case to consider giving them the materials which the Judge did 
find to be a record but withheld on the grounds of the Davis 
affidavit. The Davis affidavit is discussed on p, 11 of Judge 
Templar *s decision, I would appreciate it if you cauld write me 
a short memo on the Davis affidavit and bring it with you when you 
come in on Thursday, 

Simmons at the Archives tells me that after a search he finds 
nothing on the fellow in Memphis you asked me about (Hanover, I 
think), but that they would not necessarily haved indexed the name 
of every person interviewed by a government agency in regard to 
the JFK assassination.
